Another grave failure of the naval 
policy, in the opinion of Lord Charles, 
is the policy iii regard to cruisers and 
torpedo boat destroyers. 
Eighty of 
these vessels, lie says, went to the I 
scrap heap in BRM, and they have not J 
been replaced. 
The result of this is 
that these classes in UR)!) had fallen 
by forty five and thirty, though simi­ 
lar classes in Germany rose at tile 
same time by twenty and forty. 
The refusal of the admiralty to con­ 
struct docks for the biggest battleships 
is denounced by Lord Charles as a be­ 
trayal of public trust. 
Germany, lie 
says, has built big docks concurrently 
with lier battleships, but even now the 
vessels of Great Britain are being left 
to take chances iii case of emergency. 
Thedenuding of the great trade routes 
of protecting cruisers aud the weaken­ 
ing of tile defenses of the Mediterra­ 
nean through parsimony come under 
the lash of the writer. 
Tile whip de­ 
scends also on the adm iralty’s appar­ 
ent idea t tint it was building Dread­ 
noughts that would paralyze foreign 
powers, while as a m atter of fact. Lord 
d ia ries declares, it has gradually ap­ 
peared that tile American. Japanese 
and German battleships are actually 
superior to tile Dreadnought iu fight­ 
ing power. 


G erm an y Underestimated. 
Lord Charles is particularly sevei-e 
on the adm iralty’s admission in 11)01) 
that it had underestimated Germany’s 
and 
overestimated 
Great 
Britain's 
building capacity. 
He says th at the 
admiralty was aware of this fact long 
before that time. but suppressed the 
knowledge. 
Lord Charles searchingly criticises 
tile famous admiralty memorandum 
dealing with a possible invasion by 
Germany and the provision against 
such an attack and alleges that there 
were grave deficiencies in the coal re­ 
serves, supply of stores and condition 
of docks as well as in the personnel. 
j 
Fie concludes by making the general ( 
deduction that while individual officers 
were never more efficient the fleet as 
a whole, considering its vastly increas 
ed responsibilities, has seldom been 
less adequate.
